THE FIRST COMBAT.

The trial of Hermann J. Pabimaa and David 
G. Rush Commenced yesterday morning. Before 
the Court opened the room was comfortably 
filled, and the pressure at the door was so great 
that two huge Deputy Marshals were detailed to 
keep back the crowd, and preserve order in the 
corridor. Every whisky man in town, and every 
Storekeeper and Gauger who could possibly leave 
hie business, was there, and the vast swinging, 
pushing mob howled around the doorway, and 
fought and struggled for admission, until the 
Judge ordered silence, and threatened to clear 
the corridor. Probably the Custom-House 
building has never known such anotber excite- 
ment, and never before in the history of that 
structure has there been such interest mani- 
tested in any trial within its walls. 

The udge came in at five minutes past 10 
and the funereal crier climbed up his legs to a, 
perpendicular. The great question had been, 
„Will the trial proceed 7“ And the musty, ven- 
erable crier, as if in answer to the interroga- 
tory, delivered himself of a plaintive, melan- 
choly Oh! yes. Oh! yes,” and then dissolv- 
ed in tears and murmurs, as though life bad lost 
all interest for him. Once or twice during the 
day he emerged from the Cave of Gloom and 
tried to rap for sileace, but his spirit gave way and he 
returned to the depths of his despair.

THE GOVERNMENT PICKS [TS MEN. 

The Marshal's representative then called a 
jury, and, when seated. they were examined sub- 
stantially as follows by Mr. Boutell for the Gov- 
ernment : 

M. J. Brayton, Rochelle; am dealer in lumber 
end coal; have never been in the liquor busi- 
ness in auy way, nor a Government officer; 
know very little about the case from newspa- 
pers. | 

. W. Beaver, Washington; am a farmer; have 
lived in present place eleven years; have never 
had apy connection with the manufacture or 
sale of distilled spirits. 

Edwin Bradley, of Winnebago County; am a 
farmer, aod have been for seven years; was be- 
fore that atraveling salesman for Yankee no- 
tione; never dealt in spirits; know neither ot 
the defendants nor their counsel. 

Jerome Clark, Rockford, Winnebago County ; 
am pow in no business; have been in commer- 
cial business ; never dealt in liquors. 

8. D. Condit, Fulton; have been «farmer since 
1836 ; bave never dealt in liquors at all. 

G. M. McCoy, Brimfield; am a farmer, and 
have been since a small boy; never dealt in 
liquor in any way. 

J. N. McKnight, Galesburg; am a druggist, 
and bave been for twenty years ; have sold spir- 
its in the way ot my business; have never 
been prosecuted for any infragtion of 
the United States Revenue laws; have had 
more or less trouble with the State authorities; have 
compromised with them three times and paid $50 each 
time; have compounded with the District Attorney on 
these occasions because it was the cheapest way out of 
the trouble; have always considered the levy as a sort 
of blackmail, and have paid the District Attorney $50 
each time because it was cheaper to settle with him 
than the Court. Some question srose as te whether 
Mr. McKnight’s name was on the panel, and it was 
decided that he was properly summoned.

VIR. AYER. 
OPENING FOR THE PROSECUTION. 

Mr. Ayer then followed with bis opening state- 
ment. He said he proposed to state very briefly 
and in plain terms the general nature of the 
case the jurors would be called upon to try. The 
two defendants had been for several years inter- 
ested as proprietors of a certain distillery, known 
as the Chicago Alcohol Works. The indictment 
against them contained six different co the 
first charging the defendants with carrying on 
the business with intent to defraud the Govern- 
ment of the tax. This count was founded upon 
Sec. 3,281 of the Revised Statutes, the material 
portion of which Mr. Ayer proceeded to 
read to the jury. The second count charged the 
removal of spirits from the distillery to some oth- 
er place than the distillery warehouse of a certain 
quantity of spirits upon which the tax had not 
been paid. This count, as well as the third, 
which was guite similar, was framed in accord- 
ance with Sec. 8, 200, which Mr. Ayer read te the jury. 
The three remaining counts charged conspiracy, and 
were read over tothe jury. They have all been pub- 
lished in Tun Tuisune heretofore. 

Mr. Ayer then entered into the question of 
the collection of the internal revenue where 
by the Government had been able to cob 
let fifty or sixty millions of dollars 
a year. In order to secure the ooiiection of this tax 
the Government had seen fit to lay down very strin- 


gent rules and regulations for the management of the 
business. In order to make the jurors understand 
the method of running and collecting tax- 
es, Mr. Ayer went into a very full explanation of the 
whole system. This took some time, and when Mr. 
Ayer finished his lecture every member of the jury 
ought to have had a pretty clear insight into such mat- 
ters as proof spirits, stamps, stubs, mashes, dumping, 
and various other terms connected with the business. 

In explaining how fraude might be committed on 
the revenue, Mr. Ayer very truthfully remarked that 
they were impossible without the connivance of the 
Gauger or Storekeeper.

by the City of Chicago is one of the vital 
local questions which continue to be dis- 
cussed. But the discussion is largely be- 
fogged by the suppression of the controlling 
facts and misapplying the law, 
Under the charter and its amendments 
of 1865, the issue of temporary loan certifi- 
cates in anticipation of uncollected taxes 
was expressly authorized by law, upon the 
condition that the loans were not to run be- 
yond the succeeding Ist of June. That 
practice prevailed and was in operation at the 
time of the adoption of the new Constitution 
in August, 1870. It was assumed, and we 
never heard that its legality was questioned, 
that the city charter then in force continued 
in operation unchanged by the Constitution 
until the latter should be made especially ap- 
plicable by act of the Legislature. This con- 
dition of things continued until the adoption 
of the new charter by the ballot-box-stuffers, 
when all the provisions of the old 
charter expressly permitting temporary 
in anticipation of revenues were abol- 
ished. The City Government, however, con- 
tinued to issue certificates of temporary 
loans, which recited that they were issued by 
authority of the provisions of the acts of 1865 
and 1869, which provisions had notoriously 
been repealed! Tue Trisuye, though un- 
willing, even seemingly, to say a word calcu- 
lated to weaken the credit of the city, could 
not forbear remarking on this fatal defect in 
the legal character of the certificates, and 
urging that their further issue in that form 
be discontinued. 

The Chicago Times, which treats all ques- 
tions after the manner of a wind-mill and 
without sense or reason, blindly denounces 
the city indebtedness in all its forms and 
conditions, and to suit its own ends assumes 
that Tue Tammo is of the same opinion! 
In fact, we widely differ from the Times in 
its construction of the law and of the appli- 
cation of the law to the facts. The Consti- 
tution and new charter, in defining the pow- 
ers of the city, reads: | 

Fifth—To borrow money on the credit of the cor - 


poration for corporate purposes, and issue bonds 
therefor, in such amounts and form and on such con- 
ditions as it shall prescribe, but shall not become in- 
debted in any manner or for any purpose to an 


1. It will be seen that the prohibition is 
not to the form of) the indebtedness, which 
is left to the discretion of the city, but is to 
the fact. The city is forbidden to become 
indebted” in any form or for any purpose 
in excess of the 5 per cent, which limit had 
at that time been already exceeded. 

2. What constitutes becoming indebted”? 
There is nothing so easy as to incur a debt. 
To hire a man for a week’s labor is to become 
indebted at the end of the week. A verbal 
bargain or a promise will incur adebt; the 
performance of service or labor, the delivery 
of property, or th® furnishing of any valua- 
able consideration in money, materials, or 
labor, or professional service; the purchase 
of a lot for a school-house, engine-house, 
police-station, or erecting buildings thereon ; 
the purchase of fire-engines, or hose, or horses; 
the building of sewers, or laying water-pipe, or 
the cleaning of the river, or repairing the 
streets and sidewalks ; the employment of 
policemen, teachers, firemen, and other ser- 
vants ; in fact, every act of the City Govern- 
ment is becoming indebted”; and, unless 
the money be in the City Treasury awaiting 
the maturity of the debt, contract, or service, 
and to be then paid, there is an indebtedness 
created by the city. According to the Chi- 
cago Times, the city dare not wait for the 
collection of the tax levied to pay for 
these obligations, dare not borrow the 

to fulfill its contracts, dare not 
change its creditors, and dare not have 
creditors in anticipation of the collec 
tion of levied taxes. Under this wild 
view of the case, the Oonstitution is 
violated every day the Mayor holds his office 
and his salary accrues, unless the money to 
pay that salary is in the Treasury; that the 
Constitution is violated so long as a teacher, 
or policeman, or fireman, or clerk, or laborer, 
is employed, or a horse purchased, coal 
bought, ora gas lamp lighted, unless the 
money accruing from taxes to pay therefor is 
first on hand in the Treasury. According to 
this Times doctrine, there can be no appro- 
priation of money not actually in the Treasu- 
ry at the time of the appropriation, and, as 
there can be no taxes levied except to pay ap- 
propriations previously made, and when ap- 
propriations can only be paid out of money 
in the Treasury at the time of the sppropria- 
tion, there must of necessity be a general 
lock-up of all the functions of government, 
and appropriation, expenditure, taxation, 
and becoming indebted must all be suspend- 
ed together, and city government be whoily 
abolished. The right toincuradebtin an- 
ticipation of the tax levied to pay the same 
is wholly denied.

per holds that the Constitution is not vio- 


lated by the city incurring any proper, legiti- 
mate debt for which legal provision has been 
made by appropriation and tax levy, although 
thé tax may not at the moment be collected. 
The spirit and the obvious intention of the 
Constitution was that when a city was in- 
debted to the full extent uf the 5 per cent 
limitation its permanent indebtedness should 
not be increased. The city, in the exercise 
of its unquestioned legal powers, appropri- 
’ ates the sum of money necessary for its an- 
nual support, and levies a tax to produce that 
becomes a lien and charge upon the 

on which it is levied; it is money as 


of the city of the character of bills paya- 
ble,—not cash, but an actual lien upon each 
piece of property for a specified sum, paya- 
ble in due process of time. The becoming 
indebted” for salaries, or for labor, or sup- 
plies, in anticipation of the actual collection 
of the tax levied to pay for the same, when 
the taxes due are equal to or exceed 
the liabilities,‘ is not an increase of 
debt, is not a new liability in ex- 
cess of the existing 5 per cent liability. 
No man can question the authority of the 
city when it makes its annual levy—say of 
five millions of dollars—to discount the whole 
levy for cash, leaving the assignee to receive 
the tax as it may be collected in the name of 
the city. If it can do this for five millions, 
may it not do so for half a million, or a thou- 
sand, or a hundred dollars? If the City of 
Chicago can, on the day it levies the annual 
tax; arrange with the banks of Chicago for 
the payment by them of the whole amount 
of the levy into the City Treasury, the city 
as it collects the tax to pay it back to the 
banks, can it be that the city cannot make 
the same arrangement for one-half, one- 
fourth, or one-tenth of the tax-levy? In 
what way would the Constitution be violated ? 
In what way would the city become in- 
debted against the prohibitions of the Con- 
stitution? At the most it would only be dis- 
counting its bills receivable; getting money 
for the time on its unavailable assets. It is 
the universal commercial law that, where a 
bank or other corporation holds valid, certain 
paper, collectable in due time, to an amount 
equal or in excess of its bills payable, it is 
solvent. So long, therefore, as the city, 
holding its tax-warrants,a permanent lien 
on the property of each tax debtor, can sell 
or use these as a collateral security for appro- 
priations legally made for legal purposes, it 
can borrow money or issue its certificates 
within the limits of these tax-warrants, with- 
out becoming indebted” beyond the con- 
stitutional prohibition; and in a perfectly 
valid and legal manner. | 

But this proceeding on the part of the city 
has its limits. The Constitution is unques- 
tionably violated every time when the city 
becomes indebted” in any manner or for 
any purpose when no appropriation has been 
made or taxes levied to pay that specific obli- 
gation. Indebtedness incurred with no pro- 
vision made to pay it, is a direct violation of 
the law. The tax-levy is the utmost limit of 
lawful expenditure or liability; when that is 
exceeded there is usurpation and constitu- 
tional violation. 

To maintain, on the other hand, that no 
City Government can employ an officer, a 
teacher, or fireman, or purchase fuel, or 
light a lamp, unless it first have the money 
therefor in the Treasury, would close up every 
City Government in the State, would dismiss 
the Comptroller, would render the payment 
of interest on the debt impossible, and re- 
mand Chicago to such military or other pro- 
visional government as the Governor and 
Sheriff might establish for common safety. 

The ground this paper has taken is the only 
rational one consistent with the law. It pre- 
serves the spirit and the letter of the Consti- 
tution unbroken, enables the City Govern- 
ment to exist and perform its functions, in- 
stead o repudiating five millions of money it 
has used. 

The present certificates have been illegal 
because on their face they prof ess to be 
authorized by a law which has long since 
been repealed. But there is nothing to pre- 
vent the Law Department from so framing a 
certificate which will be in accordance with 
the facts, and shall state on their face the 
legal warrant and the purpose for which they 
were issued.

DEMOCRATIC IDEA OF RETRENCHMENT. 

It is a very weak and unworthy pretense of 
reform which has suggested to the Democrats 
of the House to nominally reduce the salaries 
of Government clerks by deducting 10 per 
cent from the amounts appropriated therefor. 
This, it should be known, is not a genuine 
and permanent reduction, but merely creates 
a deficiency for which appropriations may be 
made in the future. The rule by which ap- 
propriations have been made for forty years 
past—a rule made under Democratic adminis- 
tration—was that appropriations might not 
be voted at less, but could be at more, than 
the rates fixed by law. This rule was not in 
all respects desirable, since it permitted the 
increase but not the decrease of salaries ; and 
yet it is doubtful whether it has been im- 
proved by the rule adopted by the present 
Congress, which permits an appropriation of 
less than the rate established by law, and 
under which a reduction of 10 per cent 
in department salaries is contemplated. 
The effect of this is simply to with- 
hold 10 per cent of the money for the 
present, which may be made up by any future 
Congress. The practical operation would be 
to cut off 10 per cent from Republican de- 
partment clerks, but restore it if the Demo- 
cratic party shall get control of the offices at 
the next election. The proposed reduction 
in the appropriation for this year, and not a 
permanent reduction by law, is consequently 
a mere deception that cannot be productive 
of any good to the country.

full measure of Democratic meanness. The 
department salaries of the four classes of 
clerks were fixed respectively at $1,200, 
$1,400, $1,600, and $1,800 twenty-two years 
ago by the Democrats, when the country had 
a gold currency.

The fact 1s, there- 
fore, that, allowing for the difference in the 
purchasing value of the money and the cost 
of living between 1876 and 1854, when those 
salaries were established, the employes 
of the Government departments are 
not paid more than two-thirds as 
much now as they were then.

In other words, 
the pay of the Congressmen has been increased 
60 per cent since that of the department 
clerks was raised. Now the Democrats want 
to achieve a reputation for economy by re- 
ducing their own salaries 10 per cent and 
the whole line of department salaries the 
same. But, as Mr. BLan told them, they 
could only act fairly and equitably in this 
matter by first reducing the Congressional 
salaries to $3,000, and scaling off the 10 per

CAN POLITICAL CRIMINALS BE CONVICT- 
P 


The difficulty of punishing mer for polit- 
ical offenses has been again illustrated in 
‘Chicago by the failure of the jury to agree 
in the case of the Twentieth Ward judges in 
the last election, who have been on trial for 
tampering with the ballot-boxes. It would 
be impossible to make out a clearer case than 
was proved against these three bad men. 
Their names are Cnowirr, JOHNSON, and 
Sms. One of them is a bartender, whose 
character was vouched for by such moral 
luminaries as Jonnny Corcoran, Tom Forzr, 
and others of the same sort; another is a 
pickle-peddler ; and the third is a confirmed 
bummer, who did not appear in court owing 
to a passing attack of the ‘‘tremens.” The 
two charges against them were (1) ejecting 
a Republican challenger in violation of 
law, and (2) returngg a smaller num- 
ber of votes than were actually cast 
for Mr, Huck, the Republican candidate 
for County Treasurer. Both charges were 
proved, but the latter with great particulari- 
ty. While these judges returned only 32 
votes for Huck, the prosecution introduced 
70 witnesses who swore on the stand that 
they had deposited votes for Huck. The 
prosecution had still other witnesses who had 
made affidavits to their votes for Huck. The 
fraud was palpable, and the offense was one 
which clearly comes under the statute and is 
the most infamous invasion of the purity of 
the ballot-box. Yet the jury in this case dis- 


In the present instance justice was defeated 
by a single juror,—a fellow named Rund- 
rox, it is alleged. A special venire was asked 
for the case, and the selection of the jurors 
was intrusted into the hands of the Coroner, 
in order to avoid if possible the experience 
with previons juries selected in the usual 
way. There is no reason to suspect that the 
Coroner did not make a proper effort to get 
together a fair and competent jury, and the 
position of eleven men shows that he exercised 
good judgment for the most part. But the 
system for selecting our juries could not suc- 
ceed in excluding at least one man who would 
agree that it is no crime to tamper with the 
ballot-boxes, suppress the votes of electors, 
and defeat the public will by refusing to 
count all the votes honestly cast,—one man 
who would consent to the falsifying of the 
returns by judges especially appointed for 
that purpose. This is a serious matter. 
Whether the disagreement of the jury in this 
case was the result of local corruption, or the 
natural expreasion of an indisposition on the 
part of a certain class to punish political 
crime, or partly both, it is all the same a 
direct menace at the purity and validity of 
elections, and a general notice that election 
judges may resort to ballot-box stuffing and 
a falsification of the returns without any 
danger to themselves. 

This case must not be permitted to rest 
where it is. To dismiss it thus would be to 
render honest elections in the future impossi- 
ble. Already one convicted election judge 
has been permitted to escape with a mere 
nominal punishment, by fineof a few dollars, 
that was a travesty on justice, and in the 
case of some others the indictments were 
very singularly quashed. If these cases are 
followed by a disagreement of the jury when 
the crime has been proved in the most direct 
and unmistakable manner, and nothing is 
done to counteract so gross an outrage, then 
it will be better to abandon elections in this 
community altogether, for they will cease to 
be an expression of the popular choice. 
These three men must be brought to another 
trial immediately, notwithstanding the ob- 
vious difficulty of getting seventy witnesses 
together again. Let it be made a test case to 
determine, once for all, whether it is posmble 
or not to mete out justice for the violation of 
the Election law and tampering with the 
ballot-boxes. If not, then it is best that the 
voters of Chicago should know it and save 
themselves the trouble of the meaningless 
appearance at the polls to cast their ballots. 
We should think, too, that the circumstances 
of the disagreement in this case are such as 
to warrant a strict inquiry on the part of the 
Court as to the process by which it was 
brought about. 


A CHAPTER OF SECESH HISTORY. 

The chapter from the early history of the 
Rebellion which was printed in Tun Tu- 
ung of Monday morning is a significant com- 
ment upon the present attitnde of the Demo- 
cratic majority in the House. From this 
chapter it appears that, as far back as 1851, 
ten years before the outbreak of the Rebell- 
ion, Jeryerson Davis and other conspirators 
were plotting to destroy the Union. The 
chapter, as will be remembered, contained a 
letter indorsed by Davis from A. P. Born. 
United States Senator from South Carolina, 
canvassing the possibility that South Caro- 
lina might make a trial of separate secession, 
and inquiriag how it would affect Mississippi 
and other States. In 1856 another letter, 
from J. M. Mason, of Virginia, to Jzerrzzson 
Davis, shows that an agreement had been 
made by the Governors of Louisiana, North 
Carolina, and South Carolina, to meet at 
Raleigh and make arrangements for seces- 
sion, and that Jerrzrson Davis himself, then 
Secretary of War, was exchanging the percus- 
sion muskets of the United States for Virginia 
ftint-locks. Still later, in the same year, 
appears a letter advocating making the elec- 
tion of Bona available to the South. 
Says the writer: Let us 80 constitute Mr. 
Bucuanan’s Cabinet that the sinews of power 
will be available in the event of the election 
of a Black Republican in 1860. See toit, you 
Southern men about Washington, that the 
Departments of the Treasury and War, and 
even of the Navy, are retained in Southern 
hands, for if a Black Republican is elected in 
1860 the Government should not be permit- 
ted to pass into their power. A Napoleonic 
demonstration would in this event be called

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steps taken to carry the theory into practice. 
Meanwhile, a Republican President was 
elected. These men tested their theory upon 
the battle-field and lost. The South was 
subjugated. Its ‘‘ peculiar institution” was 
crushed, but its theory of State Sov- 
ereignty and the right of any State 
to leave the Union of States at its own option 
was not lost. For ten years it was held in 
abeyance, because there was no opportunity 
to enunciate it. Now, however, the Demo- 
cratic party has a majority in the House and 
all the Southern States are represented, and 
once more the infamous doctrine is reaffirmed 
upon the floor of the House by the Southern 
Democrats in the very form in which it was 
once asserted for the destruction of the 
Union, and finds ready response and sympa- 
thy from Northern doughface Democrats 
now as it did before the War. Fifteen years 
ago it lead to war, and although in that fear- 
ful struggle the body of the Rebellion was 
crushed, events now clearly enough show 
that the spirit still lives, and only awaits its 
opportunity to reassert itself and appeal once 
more to the issue of the battle-fleld. The 
Napoleonic demonstration and the grab-game 
may yet occur, and at no distant day, 
unless the patriotic people of this country 
arise and crush out at the ballot-box the 
abominable and wicked heresy of State Sov- 
ereignty, with its implied right of secession. 
Its recent reaffirmation upon the floor of the 
House ought to be a warning that the Goy- 
ernment is only safe in Republican hands,—in 
the hands of the men who have saved it from 
the assaults of those who are now secking to 
gain power, and have already boldly pro- 
claimed again the very doctrine which they 
sought to carry out by an appeal to arms. 
This doctrine will not die out until the pres- 
ent generation of Union and Constitution- 
haters has passed away, and, until that time, 
the patriotic and law-abiding people, both 
South and North, must retain control of the 
Government. There is no safety in any other 
course. The present situation is full of dan- 
ger, and deserves the earnest consideration of 
every patriotic citizen and lover of his coun- 
try, lest in this Centennial year, in which we 
observe the celebrations of national unity and 
freedom, the Government pass into the hands 
of those who claim the right of any State to 
withdraw from the Union, and have already 
unblushingly proclaimed it upon the floor of 
Congress. 
POLITICAL BLACKMAIL. 

Mr. Barney Cavu.rre.tp, the member from 
Bridgeport, started out day before yesterday 
to do a very creditable thing, and then made 
a lamentable personal and political failure 
before he got through with it. He reported 
from the Judiciary Committee a bill making 
it a misdemeanor, punishable with fine, for 
any person in the employ of the United 
States to either solicit or contribute funds for 
election purposes. Such a measure, properly 
constructed, is needed, and no member of the 
National Legislature will care to incur the 
suspicion under which an opposition to this 
bill would place him. It is highly desirable 
that the practice of levying contributions for 
election purposes upon men occupying sub- 
ordinate Government offices which scarcely 
yield a living salary shall be discontinued 
by law; and it is still more desirable 
that the superior officers of the 
Government—those at the head of De- 
partments, and local Post-offices, Custom- 
Houses, etc.—shall be prohibited by law 
from levying contributions on men who are 
dependent upon those superiors for their 
places. This practice has in the past been 
the source of many of the most serious 
abuses of our civil service, and it is time that 
it should be stopped. But Mr. CAU 
did not go far enough in his proposed reform. 
He omitted to include Senators and Repre- 
sentatives in Congress from the proposed 
prohibition. The advantage of making the 
law applicable to them also is obvious from 
the fact that the Congressmen claim the 
patronage, and assume to dictate to heads of 
Departments, Postmasters, Collectors, etc., 
and even to the President himself, the per- 
sons who shall enjoy the possession of the 
Government places, and are therefore 
in a position to more successfully levy 
political blackmail than any officers of 
the Government. Mr. Brame was quick 
to see the importance of this omis- 
sion and at once suggested it to Mr. 
CauLFreLD, who first gave him leave to offer 
an amendment including them. But then it 
occurred to Mr. Catrin that Branm must 
have some sinister design upon the Demo- 
cratic party, and he therefore withdrew his 
permission for the amendment. In this way 
CavULFIELp laid a trap for himself. Mr. Baus 
appealed to the House, which almost unani- 
mously sustained him in his purpose of in- 
cluding Congressmen among the prohibition 
of political blackmail. This gives Mr. Bian 
the control of the bill, which is fortunate for 
the reform. The bill will now be presented 
in a shape to preclude evasion and render it 
operative after it becomes a law. It should 
command the support of all the members of 
both Houses without regard to party, and it 
is to be hoped that it will suffice to cure one 
of the most disreputable of all election cus- 
toms. At the same time we extend to our 
member from Bridgeport our commiseration 
at the loss of this opportunity for doing his 
country some service,—the more 80 as we 
fear that no other opportunity will ever again 
occur to him. 


The investigation by the Massachusetts Board 
of Charities of the State Almshouse at Tewks- 
bury bas resulted in another of those exposures 
of cruelty and bestiality which suggest inquiry 
as to what there is about our system of public 
charities that makes them so susceptible of such 
diabolical perversion.

Yet the first result of an investiga- 
tion to find out is the discovery that 
neither the Superintendent nor Inspectors 
know what goes on in the Almshouse; that the 
medical staff is so incompetent thas it seems an 
open question whether inmates deceased were 
killed by disease or by ignorant dosing with 
drugs; that the neglect of the inmates was in- 
human; and the whole is summed up in the 
figures showing that of 2,849 persons admitted 
last year, 825 died within the year, and that in

While the old charter remained alive, it was legal 
to convert any debt that was constitutionally in- 
curred into temporary certificates. o consti- 
tutional conflict was with the creat of the 
debt originally. If the debs was lawfully 
incurred, the old charter expressly suthor- 
ized the issuing of certificates to procure 
the movey wherewith to pay it. Such 
certificates did not make or create the debt, but 
only changed its form. The debt or obligation 
against the city would continue ia either case 
until it was finally liquidated by the proceeds of 
taxes. It was therefore perfectly legal and 
proper to issue certificates under the old charter, 
which specially authorized it to be done, provided, 
as we before said, that the debt for which 
they were issued was constitutionally incurred. 
That is the only point in the matter. The same 
thiag can be done under the new charter and to 
the same extent. For any debt that is consti- 
tutionally incurred certificates may now be sold 
to pay it, because this adds nothing to the law- 
fui debt. But these certificates must not recite 
on their face that they are issued by virtue of 
the old, repealed charter. We have now made 
this matter so plain that any one except a knave 
or a fool will admit they understand it.

The Cologne Gazette bas made several strong

The first remittance I 
made was to Mrs. Belknap. 

ia A SURPRISE. 
Chairman Hunton—The receipt of the express 
company is signed by W. W. Beiknap. 

Witness, continuing (surprised and somewhat 
discomfited)—Then Iam very much mistaken. 
My transaction was with her. I can’t explain it 
if the package went to Gen, Belkpap. 80 far as 
I know, she was surprised at the present. I may 
have said to Mrs. Belknap that she might expect 
a present when sbe spoke of getting me 
the appointmeut.

PENDLETON. 
HE IS ONCE MORE QUESTIONED. 
Special Dispateh to T Chicage [ribune, 
. Wasuineton, D. C., March 22.—The impeach- 
ment branch of the Judiciary Committee, con- 
sisting of Hunton, Lynde, and George F. Hoar, 
met this evening at the residence of Gen. 
Hunton to examine George H. Pendle- 
ton and Caleb P. Marsh. These names, by 
reason of the similarity of the acts with 
which both are charged, appear in the 
same connection. This examination of Pendle- 
ton was conducted secretly. It is ascertained, 
bowever, that his testimony was in substance 
this: At the time Pendleton collected the claim

cided upon the merits of the case

Bowler and his associates, although they 
still held it in possassion. Yet, notwithstanding 
this final adjudication, Pendleton collected this 
claim, and did not account for it to the eouaties 
of Kentucky to whom the road belonged, but 
in fact kept the knowl of ita collection from 
the rightful owners, while giving about $60,000 
of the 1 those who did not rightfully 


pagsess the road. 
THIS NEW REVELATION 
astounded the Committee not less than the 
original knowledge of Peodleton’s transactions. 
From it it appears that Pendleton and his asso- 
ciates had no right to the money at all, 
but that it belonged, if to anybody, 
to the counties of Kentucky which the 
Courts had declared owned the roads. This 
new fact may perhaps explain the indifference of 
Pendleton's associates in 2 the 
percentage he received, or the amount he chose 
to give to those who managed the road. Pen- 
dleton reiterated, in the most emphatic lan- 
age, that he never paid Mrs. Beiknap, or 
rs. Bower, or Gen. Belknap, nor any- 
body, directly or indirectly, on account 
of any of them, anything im consideration 
of the payment of this claim.

RUSSIA. 
** BUSSIFICATION.” OF THE BALTIO (OB GERMANIC) 
PROVINCES. 
London Times, March 1. 

We published yesterday a letter from our Ber- 
lin correspondent referring to an important po- 
litical event. Our correspondent gave the offi- 
cial text of the speech which the Emperor of 
Russia has addressed to the nobility of the Bal- 
tic Provinces op the occasion of the abolition of 
the Govervor-Generalship under which the three 
Provinces of Livonia, Esthonia, and Courland 
have been heretofore united. His Majesty was 
gracious in the extreme, regretted that 
the measure had given rise to erroneous 
suppositions, and declared that it was rather 
asign of his confidence in the nobility of his 
German Provinces. “Your welfare, he con- 
tinued, is as dear to me as that of any of my 
subjects. The Minister of the Interior, here 
present, in accordance with the rules enacted for 
the administration of the whole Empire, will 
acquaint me with the wants of the Provinces, 
and with all thatis necessary to promote their 
progress.” With one or two more compliment- 
ary expressions the Emperor dismissed the depu- 
tation. We have no record of their feelings, but 
there can be littie doubt that, im spite of the 
Czar’s gracious phrases, they retired with gloomy 
forebodings, and a conviction that serious 
changes threatened their nationality and their 
erder. 

On the 29th of January Prince Bagration, 
Governor-General of the Baltic Provinces, died. 
No sooner was this known than some organs of 
the National Russian press began to question 
the expediency of appointing a successor. The 
Baltic Provinces had enjoyed continuously since 
the year 1800 the privilege of something like a 
Provincial Federation, the Emperor being repre- 
sented by a Governor-General, and the adminis- 
tration being distinct and in many respects differ- 
ent from that of the rest of the Empire. Was 
it advisable, asked the Golos, that this distinc- 
tion should longer exist? Had not the reasons 
for it passed away? Had it not lost ite 
old significance? At the present day it 
merely encouraged a majority of the inhabit- 
ants of the Provinces to persist in a selflsb sola 
tion, and to set themselves against the common 
interests of the Empire. Afew days more re- 
vealed that these partiotic utterances interpreted 
the intentions of the Emperor. The Governor- 
Generalship in Riga was to be abolished, no suc- 
cessor to Prince Bagration would be appointed, 
and the Minister of the Interior would be charg- 
ed with the administration of the Provinces, as 
of the other districts of the Empire. When this 
was announced it was but the fulfillment of a 
foreboding which had long been present to the 
German subjects of the Czar. No voice 
was — the

No event, not even the final suppression of the 
independent Polish: administration, has been 
more favorably received by public opinion. The 
subjection of the Baltic Provinces directly to the 
Imperial Minister is looked upon as a national 
victory, as a most important step towards the 
unification of the Empire and the “ Russifica- 
tion” of discordant elements. Ou the 15th of 
February the official announcement was made, 
and the congratulations of the Russian patriots 
still continue. The substitution of the direct 
rule of the Government at St. Petersburg for 
the system of semi-independent administration 
by Governors-General is declared to denote 
a happy advance in the Imperial authority 
and the national unity. Formerly every con- 
siderable Province had its distinct administra- 
tion. For the future this system will only be 
applied to those distinct Provinces, as Siberia, 
the Caucasus, or the newly-acquired territory of 
Central Asia, where the supreme authority of 
St. Pete will best act by an intermediary.

THE CITY-HALL. 


The receipts in the City Collector's office yes- 
terday amounted to $300.

To his notice was officially presented the 
action of the Council in the appointment of the 
Committee and its purpose, and he was told 
that any proposition that he might see fit to 
make the Committee was ready to (receive 
and consider. The Committee suggested to him 
the propriety of proposing to reduce price of gas, 
and to this he signified his willingness under 
conditions upon which he deemed it best to con- 
sult with the Board of Directors of the corpor- 
ate body of which he is President“ after which 
some definite proposition will be made.

WHAT MR. T. T. TAYLOR SAYS. 

Yesterday a Trisunr commissioner called at 
the livery-stable on the corner of Wabash ave- 
nue and Thirteenth street, and inquired for Mr. 
T. T. Taylor, a gentieman whose name has 
achieved a national reputation within the past 
week, in consequence of the unfounded on- 
slaughts of the New York Herald on Secretary 
Bristow. Mr. Taylor is a ruddy complexioned 
gentleman of about 40 years of ago, sandy mus- 
tache and chin-whisker, sharp, keen eyes, and 
medium height. The reporter briefly explained 
his mission, and Mr. Taylor at once, in the most 
business-like manner, proceeded to unravel his 
story of that now widely celebrated mule con- 
tract. In substance, he gave the following ac- 
count thereof: 

„In March, 1865, I was at Nashville furnish- 
ing mules to the Government in compliance 
with a contract between Col. Henry Howland, 
A. Q. M., and Taylor & Reynolds. After they 
had put in all the mules they had or could pur- 
chase, Howland came to me and said he wanted 
more, and wanted them as soon as possible, I 
recommended him to apply to John A. Thompson 
and B. B. Groom. I telegraphed Groom to come 

to Nashville ; that I coula get him a contract for 
1,000 muies. I got a writien contract from Col. 
Howland for 1,000 mules; it was made to me as 
agent. A few days afterwards, Howland 
was sent to Louisville, and Col. James was ap- 
pointed in his stead. The mules commenced 
coming. I superintended their delivery. Some 
thirty or thirty-five had been furnished when 
Richmond fell, and the Government refased to 
take any more. I told Johnson what the Gov- 
ernment oflicers had done. He had then in 
Nashville about 100 mules, also a lot at Lebanon, 
Ky. I never stated that 870 mules were purchased. 
A few months afterwards Groom came to me 
and asked for the contract which I had secured 
from Col. Howland. I could not find it, 
and gave him a certificate in its place. 
In May, 1872, while looking over a lot of papers, 
I found the contract which had been given by 
Howland. Im the meantime Groom had been 
taking seetimony all over the country. I wrote 
him that I had found the document. He came 
to see me at Louisville. It was somewhere be- 
tween the Ist and 10thof May. I asked him what 
were his prospects ; he said they were good, and 
that the production of the contract would make 
his claim all right. He also stated that he bad 
been to a great deal of expense. He was to pay 
Col. Bristow 10 per centof theclaim. He was 
to pay two other lawyers, one of whom was to 
receive 5 percent. If he did not get the claim 
allowed he would be bankrupt. I have seen aod 
talked with Groom about the matter since. He 
again told me that he paid Bristow only 10 
percent. I have known Bristow for ten or 
eleven years, anda purer or more just man I 
never met.” 04 


COMMITTEE-WORK., 
A VIGOROUS POLICY RECOMMENDED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasuinetor, D. C., March 22.—The Special 
Committee appointed to investigate the alleged 
outrages on the Mexican border held a full meet- 
ing to-day, and adopted the report previously 
prepared by its Chairman.

The second section directs the Presi- 
dent to order the commander of the United 
States troops on the border to cross the Rio 
Grande whevever it is necessary for the purpose 
of punishing cattle-thieves and murderers and 
recovering stolen property. This joint resolu- 
tion will be reported to the House in a few days, 
as the Committee by the resolution creating it 
was authorized to report at any time. 

THE INDIAN TERRITORY. 

Several weeks ago the House Committee on 
Territories voted to report a bill creating a Ter- 
ritorial Government for the Iadian country. 
Culberson, of Texas, alone dissenting. Subse- 

uently several meetings were held 

or the parents of perfecting the de- 
tails of the bill, and then Culberson questioned 
the right of Congress to pass a bill of 
that nature. He argued that the conditions on 
which the Indians were removed to the Indian 
Territory were such that the United States can- 
not, without violating its solemn treaties with 
these civilized tribes, interfere with their pres- 
ent form of government; that establishment of 
a Territorial Government without their consent 
would therefore not only be unjust to the In- 
dians, but illegal, and would give rise to numer- 
ous claims against the Government, and which 
it could not well ignore. This protest has given 
rise to renewed discussion onthe policy of re- 
porting such bill, which has not yet been com- 
pleted. Important changes of sentiments have 
already taken place in the Committee, and if the 
bill is reported at all itis now apparent that it 
will not be supported by more than a bare ma- 
jority of the Committee. In the House the sen- 
timent against interfering with these Indians 
seems to be growing. 

THE WHISKY-TAX. 

The distillers and rectifiers of Cincinnati tele- 
graphed a strong protest to Gen. Sannin 
against any changein the tax on whisky, an 
Gen. Banning arranged for a hearing for the 
manufacturers of Cincinnati before a sub-com- 
mittee of the Ways and Means on Friday vert. 
This sub-committee consists of Hancock, of 
Texas, Burchard, of Illinois, and Chap, of 
Massachusetts. 

THE TARIFF BILL. 

The Committee on Ways and Means continued 
to-day the consideration of the Morrison Tariff 
bill, and completed the first sections relating to 
cotton goods. No important changes were made 
in the bill as originally drawn. At the meeting 
to-day Buchard moved to levy an advalorem on 
cotton goods, which it is proposed in the bill to 
tax simply by a specific duty, and on this propo- 
sition the Committee divided strictly by party 
lines.

THE ELECTION-MONEY BILL- 

(BARNEY'S HORSE PAINTED QUITE ANOTHER COLOR. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaao Tribune, 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 22.— The House 
debated for nearly eix hours the bill probibiting 
officers and employes of the Government from 
contributing money to influence elections, and 
finally passed a very different bill from that 
which was originally introduced. The bill, as 
passed, if it becomes a law, is likely to perform 
a very important part in future Presidential and 
Congressional elections. The features of the 
bill as passed are, in brief, these: All officers 
and employes of the Government are forbidden 
to contribute money or any valuable thing, 
or to make a personal canvass for political 
purposes in and national election, under penalty 
of punishment for committing a misdemeanor. 
The inhibition as to the use of money extends 
to Congressmen, and penalties are also pre- 
scribed for the threatening of injury to the life 
or limb of a voter to intimidate his vote. The 
United States courts and their Marshals are om- 
powered to enforce this law. 

A NIGGER IN THE FENCE. 

The last provisions are contained in the 
Goode amendment, and the Republicans claim 
since the passage of the bill that they have a 
much wider meaning and a greater ap- 
plication than the Democrats who propos- 
ed the amendment imagine. It is certain 
that the Republican lawyers were at first 
inclined to oppose this amendment, but Soutn- 
ern Republicans approached, after reading the 
amendment, which had not been prin and 
urged their Northern associates not to oppose 
its adoption. It is now claimed that this Goode 
amendment includes every feature of

of last year, with the single exception of the 
power to suspend the writ of habeas corpus.

) CAULFIELD’S LITTLE BILL. 

The House then took up tne bill reported yesterday 
from the Judiciary Committee, proliigiting contribu- 
tions to election funds by officers of the United States 
Government, the question being om the amendment 
offered by Mr. Blaine to extend the application of the 

bili to Beuators, hepresentatives, aud Delegates in 
Congress. 

Mr. Blaine proceeded to address the House. He ro- 
garded it as a very significant and very gratifying cir- 
cumstance that the Judiciary Committee, com posed of 
a majority of Democratic members, and presi over 
by a strict State-rightsa Democrat, had reported unam- 
mously a bill proposing to give Congress the right to 
take cognizanve of local elections even in counties and 
districts, He regarded that as the surrender of the 
doctrine heretofore held by the Democratic party on 
that subject. It was admitted everywhere that there 
was as great necessity for legislation to secure an hon- 
ese vote and a fair count as there was 
to guard the poor clerks from 85 contri- 
butions for election purposes. With that part of 
the bili he sympathized. He did not think 
there had been unde the Republica regime in Wash- 
ington any coercion of clerks, or any dismissals for 
not contributing. But both parties were in the habit 
of receiving assessments and contributions from office- 
holders, That was something altogether too well 
known and too notorious to be denied or quibbied 
about. It might run into s great evil He thanked 
the Judiciary Committee for proposing a remedy for 
that evil, and he thankéd the House for the very 8 
majority with which it had yesterday indicated its 


over at every election the contributions by persons 
holding State or Federal offices. He thought that it was 
equally notorious, and if the House desigued to correct 
that evil, and tear it up by the roots, the bill would 
have to be so amended as that neither a Senator, Re 
sentative, nor Delegate, nor a candidate for such posi- 
tion, could safely use money for the purpose of seour- 
ing his election.

FARCICAL JUSTICE. 


How Two Bribed Jurors Fixed 
Things in the Election 
Frauds Case, 


One of Them Holds Out to the Last 
Minute, and Flops Over to 
Save Himself. 


The Other, a Worthless Vagrant, Defeats 
Justice and Outrages the 
Public. 


The Twentieth Ward judge of election case, 
which had occupied the attention of the Crim- 
inal Court for several days, came tos conclu- 
sion yesterday morning by the jnry coming into 
court and reporting that it had been unable to 
agree upon a verdict. The jury was, of course, 
promptly discharged. 

In these columns yesterday morning it was 
predicted that a disagreement woald be 
and the prediction was based 
on several facts which had come to the knowl- 
edge of the reporter. The main fact was that 
one of the defendants had been gloating about 
the presence of a certain man on the jury, who 
was known as unreliable, and whose integrity as 
a juror had before and recently been ques- 
tioned, and who got on the jury throngh a 
special venire to fill the regular panel. This in- 
dividual, it appears, was a juror in the Cullen- 
McGrath embezzlement case of a few months 
ago, and he was instrumental in 
ducing OCullen's imprisonment 
ing to acquit him, which in 
his securing a pardon from Gov. Beveridge 
before leaving the County Jail, due notice of 
which was taken at the time. e second fact 
upon which a disagreement was predicted wag 
that a juror named F. A. Remington had, imme- 
diately after being sworn in and cautioned by 
the Court against having any communication 
with any of the parties to the case, been seen 


drinking with an agent of the attorneys for the 


defense in a neighboring saloon, and at a later 
hour in 
A DRUNKEN CONDITION 

in the care of the friends of the defendanta. 
When the jury retired Tuesday evening, it is 
understood that it stood seven for conviction to 
five for acquittal, and thas subsequent balloting 
made the vote ten totwo. The two dissenters 
were tbe parties above referred The former 
held out, it is said. until satisfied that the latter 
was impregnable, when he gave in to save his 
reputation, being satisfied that his action would 
not change the result. Thus it was that the 
jury disagreed and that justice was cheated, the 
explanation of which must be patent to all. If 
one had not stood out the other would. 

It is almost needless to say that the Court, 
State’s Attorney, and aoditors were astonished 
at tbe result. Never was s case tried in the 
Criminal Court in which the evidence was more 
overwhelming or convincing. It had been 
proven that aixty-one persons voted a certain 
ticket, while the judges returned but 32 votes 
therefor. Still the jury disagreed, the man 
Remington holding out against eleven of his 
peers. Mr. Reed was free to say that he believed 
Remington had been tampered with, and to ex- 
press the idea that his stubbornness had been 


paid for by ‘ 
THE BALLOT-BOX STUFFERS. 

His convictions, he said, were stren ned 
by what had been said to him bythe other ju- 
rors in reference to the conduct of Remington 
in the jury-room. Hecould not find language 
to express his indignation, but said that he 
would prosecute the rascais until justice had 
been vindicated. 

Judge McAllister, being approached by the 
reporter, said he was satisfied that unfair means 
had brought about the result. He had paid dee 
attention to the evidence, from which it seem 
to him apparent that the stuffing of the ballot- 
box was premeditated, from the arrangement of 
the polling place, etc., and that at least 200 
illegal votes had been counted out of the box. 
He did not want to say anything, but, outside of 
his judicial capacity, be would not hesitate, in 
view of the flagrancy of the outrage, to pro- 
nounce the trial a farce and the result a dis- 
grace, 

REMINGTON’S RECORD, 

The following facts were gathered during the 
day about F. A. Remington, the hanging juror: 
He was one of the six jurors chosen from a 
special venire after the regular panel had been 
exhausted, Coroner Dietzsch being detailed to 
pick the men in preference to the regular bail!ffs 
of the Court. 

Several years ago F. A. Remington was a 
reputable business man. At onetime he was 
connected with a sewer-laying firm, on Wash- 
ington street, as bookkeeper, and afterwards 
was admitted as a partner. He was also 
in the same business with his brother. Some 
two years ago he fell into the habit of drinkin 
and squandered his fortune in carousing — 
associating with low characters. Remington's 
condact became such that his wife was com- 
pelled to get a divorce from him, and soon his 
family, which is highly respectable, was com- 
pelled to ignore him also. From bad he declin- 
ed to worse, became a broken- 
down toper. In this state he became 
the boon companion of John Crawford, who was 
indicted with the judges who were on trial, and 
of Henry J. Sexton, recently convicted of mis- 
conduct as a judge and fined $25 and costs. He 
“was in” with the Twentieth Ward gang, and 
the Hatch House,” Ald. Corcoran’s saloon, 
was his headquarters until very recently. Here 
for some time he was given free liquor and shelj 
ter. He was just the man who was wanted by 
the ballot-box stuffers on the jury, and 
bow the faithful Coroner came to 
— 1 for 2 juror to aid 
in trying this case seems a mystery. Unques- 
tiopably he did not know the 22 

About six weeks ago Remington'e brother took 
him back to bis house upon bis promising to ro- 
form, but be soon ran back into his old ways, 
and made the Hatch House his resort, with 
Sexton as a companion, once more, Being hard- 
up and in want of liquor continually, Remington 
easily © a pliant tool in the bands of the 
Twentieth Ward gang. 

THE INDIGNATION OF THE CITIZENS 
of the Twentieth Ward on bearing the result 
was without measure. They had labored, not to 
convict the defendants so much as to protect the 
baliot-box for the future. All they had demand- 
ed was justice, and, seeing that they had been 
defrauded in the court by the bribery of a juror 
or jurors in the effort to vindicate’the right, 
they were prepared to go to any extreme to pun- 
ish the ecamps who had robbed them of their 
right of suffrage.
